FINANCIAL POSITION 


The annual meeting of the Muni- 
cipal District of Bright No. 69 was 
held on Saturday, Feb. 20 in the 
municipal office, Macleod.-The muni- 
cipal council met in the forenoon at 
10 o’clock to wind up the business of 
the year, this being the last meeting 
The returning officer, P. J. Doyle 
presided, and all members were pres- 
ent, 


The meeting of ratepayers war 
held in the afternoon, The financial 
statement for the year 1925 was 
presented by the secretary-treasurer 
H. W. Bright. The statement hav- 
ing been printed and circulated 
among the ratepayers, was fully 
discussed at the mecting and was 
considered very satisfactory. The 
balance shown in the bank at the 
beginning of the year was $13,632.64 
and at the close of the year on 
December 81 this balance had in 
creased to $18,019.52, which clearly 
demonstrated that the year 1925 had 
been a good year fo the Municipality 
of Bright, that money was morc 
plentiful among the farmers, and sc 
current taxes and arrears were paid 
in a way they have not been for 
many years. The balance of assets 
over liabilities was $26,860.97 which 
shows the healthy financial position 
of the municipality. 

For road improvements and re. 
pairs the sum of $6,635.55 was paid 
out during the year, and the roads in 
the district by this expenditure were 
kept in first class shape. Great 
credit #8 due the councillors for the 
able manner in which they looked 
after this departmeft of their work 
The sum of $819,68 was spent in the 
destruction of pests, weeds, gophers 
and grasshoppers.

POLITICAL EAST WIND 


The construction placed by Secre- 
tary Hoover on the rubber monopoly, 
jand the implication which he evid- 
ently desires the American people to 
believe, is that the British Govern 
ment deliberately planned a sharp 
| scheme whereby it should be able to 
extort an altogether unwarranted 
| profit from the American consumer, 
| All the discussions and speeches of 
Mr. Hoover and his sociates on the 
subjject have never failed to contain 
either a direct statement to this 
\eiTect, or some veiled suggestion 
| that it sometimes more readily swal- 
lowéd by a hungry public than the 
| irrefutable facts. 

Mr. Hoover has gone even further 
than this. He has unctuously in- 
| troduced into an ordinary occurrence 
in trade the specious apprehension 
that international amity is endang- 
ered by the continuance of the 
| monopoly, 
| The press of the country is daily 
dishing up this sort of drivel, and in 


| many cases are deliberately attempt-* 


|inge to stir up a feeling of animosity 
jand resentment against Britain, 
This kind of inflammatory propa- 
ganda makes the finest sort of 
| political campaign stuff, but it is as 
untrue, as it is insincere. 

| Secretary Hoover would have the 
| world believe that his 
| object is to protect the 
people from the rapacity of foreign 
| combines. This is sublimated 
buncombe. He might show himself 
a more worthy champion of the 
people's welfare if he turned — his 
attention to the exactions of the tire 
manufacturers who are now, on the 
excuse of the high cost of rubber 
charging the public $17 more for a 
tire to which the increased price of 
rubber accounts for only $2. The 
high-cost-of-rubber idea has been so 
skillfully exploited that the public 
believe that every fresh advance in 
the price goes into the pockets of 
the greedy British Government. 

The profiteer, unlike the prophet 
is, apparently, not without honor in 
his own country. 

If Mr. Hoover has any regard for 
his personal comfort, or that of his 
countrymen, he would do well to 
heed the reproof of Eliphaz to Job:
